Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments about the leg 
parts not having two portions, the base reference of Makamura shows a latch engaging portion, but fails to show the reinforced portion. 
Mark, used as a secondary reference, shows both a reinforced portion (thick limbs) as well as latch engaging portions (lower thinner ends 
of legs in Figure 1). In response to applicant's argument that Mark teaches away from the present invention, the examiner disagrees 
because Mark states specifically that the use of the increased thickness limb parts gives strength and does not state that the bolt or 
portion 22 is made having increased thickness, and provides valid motivation for the combination. The combination of Makamaura in view 
of Mark would together teach all disclosed limitations . 
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
